Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Specification 

2. The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to 
determine the presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is 
requested in correcting any errors of which applicant may become aware in the 
specification. 

Double Patenting 

3. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 

USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington, 
418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969).

4. Claims 1 -26 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over claim1-22 of U.S. Patent No. 
6846600. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably 
distinct from each other because both are directed to a method for producing an 
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electrophotographic photosensitive member in which between the first and second high 
frequency forming of a layer the member is exposed to atmospheric air. 

Claims 27-30 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-24 of U.S. Patent No. 
6635397 in view of Japan 07064312 note European Patent Office abstract. Although 
the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other 
because both teach a member formed by glow discharge decomposition of a silicon with 
Groups 13 & 15 with the inner layer polished to remove any projections before the 
second layer is applied.
